It is said that dur- 
ing the investment about 12,000 shells wer 
thrown into the town, an average of/three 
tons of explosives daily. Yet we had

MRS. WHITE GETS DECISION. 


Court Gives Her $12,500 for the 
Killing of Her Husband. 

Birmingham. Ala., March 2.—(Special.)— 
In the United States court of appeals, at 
New Orleans, Wednesday,the case of Mary 
E. White, administratrix, against the 
Louisville and Nashville. Railroad Com- 
pany was. affirmed. Mrs. White was 
awarded a verdict of $12,300 on account 
of the death her husband, Frank 
White. who was the engineer on the ill- 
fated train which went through Cahaba 
river bridge near Bloctcn December 27, 
1897. when twenty-eight out of thirty- 
three persons on the train were killed.

| STORY OF BRIDGE BURNERS 
DURING THE CIVIL WAR 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 2.—Captain 
Evan E. Young, at present a practicing 
attorney of this city, a son of the late 
Freemorton Young, one of the noted East 
‘Tennessee bridge ‘burners, has given your 
correspondent the following authentic ac- 
count of the burning of these railroad 
bridges on the line of the old East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad in 
the early sixties, which, early in the civil 
war, put the eastern part of the state in 
the control of the federal forces. Cap- 
tain Young states that nearly all of the 
rrinted accounts he has read are inaccu- 
rate, and as he himself was connected 
with the deeds of that period: and was 
the messenger between the daring spirits 
who conceived and executed this haz- 
ardous undertaking, his story of the 
event and the preliminaries leading there- 
to may be counted as correct. The story 
given by Captain Young is as follows:
